If you aubmit a contribution to the BAMDUA Library and 
it cannot be established that it is in the public domain, 
your contribution cannot be accepted. 


If you want to submit your copyrighted software to the 
BAMDUA library, add the following notice аа a beginning 
comment: 


"Copyright (С) 27-Sep-83 by Joe Software, 
999 Floppy Lane, Computer City, US 99999. 
The author grants permission to copy this 
file on a not for profit basis. No copies of 
this file may be used for profit or sold 
except by the author." 


When you make software contributions to the library 
Please add clear and concise documentation on its operation. 
Use a separate .DOC file, comments in the source, or have the 
program tell the operator what to do after it starts running. 


Volumes 4 and 5 are in the works and may be ready by the 
next meeting, at which time our Librarian will explain what 
is new. 


Copies of the BAMDUA Library diskettes are sold either 
by mail for $7 per volume (=diskette) or during the meetings 
(3). This price defrays the cost of the production of the 
volumes апа its  copios, supplies and postage only. A 
mailorder form is often printed in the newsletter. 


We are now able to sell library copies (to wmembers 
only!) at our current meeting location. Thia is the preferred 
method of distribution.

BAY AREA MICRO DECISION USERS ASSOCIATION 


1. NAME 


1.1. The name of this corporation іа Bay Area Micro 
Decision Users Association also known by its acronym, BAMDUA. 


2. OFFICES 

2.1. The principal office of the corporation shall be 
in Alameda County, California. The current mailing address is 
P.O. Box 5251, Berkeley, California 94705. 

2.2. The Board of Directors may establish branch 
offices as needed wherever the corporation ia qualified to do 
business. 


3. PURPOSES 

3.1. This corporation is organized exclusively for 
charitable, scientific and educational purposes within the 
meaning of Section 501 (с) (3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 
1954, as amended. 

3.2. Specifically, this corporation is organized to: 

- a. provide a forum of communicating ideas, 
resolving problems, and increasing the 
effectiveness of users of microcomputers and 
their related software and peripherals; 

- b. educate the public concerning the uses of 
microcomputers; 

- c. encourage the creation, modification, 
maintenance, duplication, and distribution of 
public domain software to members of the 
organization; 

- d. engage in any activity not inconsistant with 
these bylaws. 


3.3. This corporation shall not, except to ап 


insubstantial degree, engage in any activity that is not in 
furtherance of the purposes stated in this section. 
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3.4. No substantial part of the activitiea of thia 
corporation shall be the carrying on of propaganda, or 
otherwise attempting to influence legislation, except during 
8 year for which the corporation has filed an election 
pursuant to Section 501(һ) of the Internal Revenue Code of 
1954, as amended, in which case the corporation may engage in 
such activities to the extent allowed by auch provision, 
except that in no case may the corporation participate in or 
intervene in (including the publishing or distribution of 
statements) any political campaign on behalf of any candidate 
for public office. 


4. DEDICATION OF ASSETS 

4.1. The properties and assets of this nonprofit 
corporation are irrevocably dedicated to charitable, 
acientific and educational purposes. No part of the net 
earnings, properties, or asseta of this corporation, on 
dissolution or otherwise, shall inure to the benefit of any 
private person or individual, or any member, director or 
officer of thia corporation. 

4.2. Upon the dissolution of the corporation, the Board 
of Directora shall, after paying or making provision for 
payment of all of the liabilities of the corporation, dispose 
of all of the assets of the corporation to one or more 
organizations organized excluaively for charitable, 
scientific, or educational purposes as shall at the time 
qualify as exempt organizations under Internal Revenue Code 
Section 501 (с) З) (or the corresponding provision of апу 
future United States Internal Revenue Law), as the Board of 
Directora shall determine.

5.1. There shall be one class of membership іп this 
corporation. Any person paid up in dues is a member in good 
standing. 


6. MEETINGS OF MEMBERS 

6.1. The annual meeting of members shall be held in the 
month of April ог May each year unless the Board fixes 
another date and so notifies the members. 


6.2. 


- а. А special meeting of the members may be called by 
any of the following: (i) the Board of Directors; 
(ii) the Chairperson; or (iii) five percent or more 
of the membership. 

- b. A special meeting may be called by five percent or 
more of the membership by а written request, 
specifying the general nature of the business to be 
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transacted, delivered to any Director of the 
corporation. The Director shall thereupon cause a 
notice to be given to the members that such meeting 
will be held, setting forth the date of the meeting, 
which shall be not less than ЗО nor more than 90 
days from the date of the request. 


6.3. Notices of membership meetings shali be given at 
the prior membership meeting or by mail. 

6.4. One tenth of the membership shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business at a meeting of the 
members. i 

6.5. Any action required or permitted to be taken by 
the members may be taken without a meeting, if written 
ballots are received from a number of members at least equal 
to the quorum required. 

6.6. Each member shall be entitled to cast one vote on 
all matters submitted to a vote of the members. 


7. ELECTION OF DIRECTORS 
7.1. Directors shall be elected at the annual meeting 
by a majority of the members. 


8. DIRECTORS 

8.1. The business and affairs of the corporation shall 
be managed, and all corporate powers shall be exercised, by 
or under the direction of the Board of Directors. 

8.2. Without prejudice to these general powers, and 
subject to the same limitations, the Directors shall have the 
powers to: 


- a. Select and remove all officers, agents, and 
employees of the corporation; prescribe any powers 
and duties for them that are consistant with law, 
with the articles of incorporation, and with these 
bylaws; and fix their compensation, 

- b. Change the principal office from one location to 
another; cause the corporation to be qualified to do 
business in any other state, territory, dependency, 
or country and conduct business within or outside 
the State of California; and designate any place 
within or outside the State of California for the 
holding of any meeting. 

- c. Adopt, make and use a corporate seal. 

- d. Borrow money and incur indebtedness on behalf of the 
corporation and cause to be executed and delivered 
for the corporation’sa purposes, in the corporate 
name, promissory notes, bonda, debentures, deeds of 
trust, mortgages, pledges, hypothecations, and other 
evidences of debt and securities. 

- e. Designate the officers who may act as signatories of 
the corporation’s accounts. 
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8.3. The number of Directors shall be nine. Directors 
need not be residents of California. 

8.4. Directors shall be elected at each annual meeting 
of the members to hold office until the next annual meeting. 
Each Director, including a Director elected to fill a 
vacancy, shall hold office until expiration of the term for 
which elected and until a successor has been elected and 


qualified. 
8.5. A vacancy in the Board of Directors shall be 
deemed to exist on the occurance of resignation. In 


addition, if any member of the Board. is absent from more than 
three meetings, the Board may, in it’s discretion, declare 
the position vacant or appoint a replacement. 

8.6. Not more than 49% of the persons serving on the 
Board of Directors at any time shall be compensated and/or 
have financial interest in the organization. 


9. OFFICERS 
9.1. .Officers, whose duties shall be those cuatomarily 

associated with each position and such others as may be 
assigned to them by the Board of Directors, shall include the 
following: | 

- . Chairperson 

- b. Vice-Chairperson 

- c. Secretary 

- d. Treasurer 

- e. Librarian 

- f. Program Coordinator 

- g. Membership Coordinator 

- h. Editor 


10. MEETINGS OF DIRECTORS 

10.1. The annual organizing meeting of the Board of 
Directors shall be commenced at the close of the annual 
membership meeting, but may be continued to a time and place 
agreed upon by the newly elected directors at that time. At 
the initial ог continued organizing meeting, the Board of 
Directors shall appoint the officers and any committees that 
they may deem necessary or desireable. 

10.2. Regular meetings of the Board of Directors may be 
held at any place or time that has been designated from time 
to time by resolution of the Board. Any meeting, regular or 
special, may be held by conference telephone or similar 
equipment.

10.3. Special meetings of the Board of Directors may be 
called for any purpose, at any time and place by the 
Chairperson, the Secretary or any two directors. 

10.4. Notice of the time, place and proposed agenda of 
special meetings shall be given to each director by personal 
notice, first class mail, phone or telegraph. Such notice 
must be received at least 48 hours prior to the meeting. 

10.5. A majority of the authorized number of Directors 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 
Every act or decision done or made by a majority of the 
Directors present at the meeting duly held at which а quorum 
is present shall be regarded as the act of the Board of 
Directors, except that: 

- а. A majority of the Directors present, whether or not 
constituting a quorum, may adjourn any meeting to 
another place and time. 

- b. The following acts must be done or made by a 
majority of the entire Board, subject to the provisions 
of the California Nonprofit Corporation Law: 

* i. approval of contracta or transactions in which 

a Director has a direct or indirect material financial 

interest; 

* ii. appointment of committees; and 
=" iii. indemnification of Directors. 


A meeting at which a quorum ia initially present may 
continue to transact business, notwithstanding the withdrawal 
of Directors if any action taken ia approved by at least a 
majority of the required quorum for that meeting. 

10.6. The transactions of any meeting of the Board of 
Directors, however called and noticed or wherever held, shall 
be as valid as though taken at a meeting duly held after 
regular call and notice, if: 


- a. а quorum is present; and 

- b. either before or after the meeting, each of the 
Directors not present signs a written waiver of notice, 
a consent to holding the meeting, or an approval of the 
minutes. The waiver of notice or consent need not 
specify the purpose of the meeting. All waivers, 
consenta, and approvals shall be filed with the 
Corporate records or made a part of the minutes of the 
meeting. Notice of a meeting shall also be deemed given 
to any Director who attends the meeting without 
protesting before or at its commencement about the lack 
of adequate notice. 


10.7. Any action required or permitted to be taken Ьу 
the Board of Directors may be taken without a meeting, if all 
members of the board, individually or collectively, consent 
in writing to that action. Such action by written consent 
shall have the same force and effect as a unanimous vote of 
the Board of Directors. Such written consent or consents 
shall be filed with the minutes of the proceedings of the 
board. 
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11. INDEMNIFICATION 

11.1. The corporation shall indemnify all officers and 
Directors of the corporation to the full extent permitted by 
the law. 

11.2. The Board of Directors may authorize the purchase 
and maintenance of insurance on behalf of any officer or 
Director of the corporation against any Liability asserted or 
incurred against the officer or Director in or arising out of 
such capacity, whether or not this corporation would have the 
power to indemnify the officer or Director againat such 
liability. 


12. RECORDS 


12.1. The accounting books, records, »rticles, minutes 
and bylaws as amended to date, and minutes of proceedinga of 
the Board of Directors shall be kept at such place or places 
designated by the Board. The minutes shall be kept in 
written, typed, printed or disk form. 

12.2. Every Director shall have the absolute right at 
any reasonable time to inapect ail books, records, and 
documents of every kind and the physical properties of the 
corporation. This inspection by a Director may be made іп 
person or by an agent or attorney, and the right of 
inspection includes the right to copy and make extracts of 
documenta. 


13. CONSTRUCTION AND DEFINITIONS 

13.1. Unless the context requires otherwise, the 
general provisions, rules of construction, and definitions in 
the California Nonprofit Corporation Law shall govern the 
construction of these bylaws. Without limiting the 
generality of the above, the masculine gender includes the 
feminine and neuter, the singular number includes the plural, 
the plural number includes the singular, and the term 
“person” includes both the corporation and the natural 
person. 


14. AMENDMENTS 


14.1. New bylawa may be adopted, or these bylaws may be 
amended or repealed by majority vote of the members. 


15. EFFECTIVE DATE 


15.1. These bylaws shail take effect as of

SURGE PROTECTION by Richard Whitehurst 
Have you conaidered а surge suppressor for your 
computer? Most of you have seen ada for these devices at 
prices of 950 or more. Well, if you haven't apent your money 
yet, don’t. Talking briefly with Dave Block of Morrow at 
last month’s meeting, I asked him if he recommended this 
protection for the Micro Decision and terminal. "There is 
very little chance of damage to either the computer or 
terminal by power surges", he said. "However, my advice is : 


Remember Murphy^s Law." 
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Fortunately, there are a couple cheap alternatives to 
those "fruity" $50 surge protectors. Would you believe $1.59 
at your local Radio Shack store. That’s right, cheap 
insurance. What you need is a varistor, part # 276-570 in 
the 1984 catalog. This little component acts as a variable 
resistor. When the voltage increases above our familiar 120 
volts, the resistance of the varistor will decrease exponen- 
tially. So, ina parallel circuit, like in a power atrip, 
place the varistor on the incoming side. And, now all the 
remaining sockets are protected by this tricky little diak. 


Well, if this all sounds a little too technical, don't 
despair. For $9.95 at Radio Shack, where else, you can buy a 


surge protector already wired. Still, relatively cheap 
insurance. Remember, your printer may be more sensitive to 
transients than the Morrow. So, maybe a little cheap 


insurance is not a bad idea. 


COMMUNICATIONS ANYONE? by Richard Whitehurst 


Have you tried your MODEM7 communications software yet? 
It works! My two articles in this months newsletter were 
sent by modem from San Francisco to Berkeley. The whole 
procedure took only a few minutes and saved dollars in 
postage. 


Here is a summary of the commands we used: 


SENDER REMARK RECEIVER ` REMARK 
A>MD RUN MODEM7 A>MD RUN MODEM7 
S FILE. — SEND"FILE" R FILE. RECEIVE"FILE'" 


That jis all there is to it. Remember to set the baud. 
rate of the RS232 to 300 using the SETBAUD.COM progranm. 
Here is а suggestion so you won't forget. PIP the 
SETBAUD .COM file, the MD.COM file, and the AUTO.COM file ail 
onto one disk. Execute the AUTO file from CPM: 


A»AUTO SETBAUD 


Now when you boot your communications disk the  setbaud 
program will run automatically. GOD BLESS MORROW!!! 


Also, if you enter the terminal mode by selecting T fron 
the menu you can send messages back and forth: Just enter 
lines on the keyboard, terminated by a Carriage Return (CR) 
to send the line of to your friend, and a Line Feed (LF) to 
advance to the next line. 


These are just a couple of options available with this 
program. You should also read the MODEM.DOC file for more 
information; do some experimenting with a club member and 
report back any new discoveries.

The following tips are excerpted from the CMDUG 
newsletter (Connecticut Mcrrow Designs Users Group): 


If you would like to test out all the complete character 
set of your printer run the following BASIC program. It 
prints all printable characters except those that require an 
escape sequence before printing and it skips Line Feed. I

To operate the new Morrow letter quality printers with. 
WordStar while taking advantage of all those enhancements, 
install them as if they were a DIABLO 1610. You will have to 
re-run the install program, which is on the original WS 
disketter. The COM file named INSTWS.COM will do the work. 


Never close the drive doors on the MD-3 without 
inserting a disk or the original cardboard inserts. If you 
inadvertently do, many disk errors may result that even a 
cold boot will not correct. If you should get errors and are 
unable to boot the drives, simply insert the original 
cardboards, turn off the system and close/re-open the doors; 
insert the system diskette and reboot. 


One way to use your printer as a typewriter is to use 
PIP in the following way: First make sure you have PIP.COM on 
drive A. Then type: 


PIP LST: = CON: 


Whatever you enter on the keyboard of the console will 
go to the printer after you terminate a line with Carriage 
Return (CR). So it ia a "line at a time" affair. You сап 
correct an entered line by backspacing and overwriting before 
you enter CR. To advance to the next line you need to enter 
CONTROL/J. When you are all through enter CONTROL/Z to exit 
from PIP. А great way to address envelopes quickly апа 
neatly. 
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MAKING FOREIGN FILES INTO WORDSTAR FILES. by Sypko Andreae 


Ever tried to edit ASCII files with WordStar? The 
problem is all those Carriage Returns (CRs) at the end of 
each line. You can spot those CRs with WordStar by the "<" at 
the right-hand side of the screen. If you don't get rid of 
them, formatting (with CTRL/B) is in fact impossible, because 
a CR (a "hard" carriage return) denotes the end of a 
paragraph for WordStar. You will then only be able to format 
one line at a time, which does not make a lot of sense. 


Enter =#»# PW2US "и , a splendid little program, written 
by Dave Jamieson from the Kaypro users group .«BAKUPD in 
Berkeley. PW2US stands for Perfect writer to WordStar. If you 
have a file made with Perfect Writer this is what you do: 


Take your FILE.MSS and format it in Perfect Writer  (F) 
for a different device (D) using option "FILE". What you get 
іа  FILE.FIN, which is a normal ASCII file with СВа 
terminating every line. 


Now use PW2WS to strip the CRa by entering: 
A» PW2WS B:FILE.FIN B:FILE.WST 


Next edit FILE.WST with WordStar. No CRs anymore! Watch 
out and don’t be too eager to apply CTRL/B, because the whole 
file now looks to WordStar as if it was just one paragraph. 
Go through the file and add CRa at the end of each paragraph, 
so WordStar will know its limita for formatting purposes. 


Files from anywhere -- not just from PW -- can be 
treated this way. And, let me tell you, this procedure is a 
whole lot more pleasant to execute than what you would have 
to do in WordStar in order to get rid of those CRs ...
